Thus in mounting any of the B11 issue of 
Bureau precancels you use a page with 15 
spaces. A page with 15 spaces allows a 
space for every denomination from Wc to 10e, 
including space for both types of the 1%4c 
and 4c stamps and the new 8c Stuart Wash- 
ington. Mount your set for any city on a 
page with 15 spaces, plaeing each stamp in 
its proper position according to denomination. 
So soon as a new value is issued for any city, 
place it in the proper place on the page. In 
this manner you have ready a place in your 
album for anything that may appear. The 
coils are handled in the same manner on a 
page with 10 spaces. For the new high values 
lle to 50c order pages with ten spaces which 
will hold the ten varieties. 


Pages are also provided for Coil Pairs and 
Blocks of four.

This 
fake differs from the ones I described 
last week in that this one was made 
to imitate a type used by that city, 
while all the ones I described were 
made to imitate a general type, for 
only a few of the towns mentioned 
ever used precancels, and those that 
did used quite different types than 
the fakes were.

and then probably in name only. Thus 
while trying to enlighten those who 
might be interested in this predestined 
popular issue, we will also be educat- 
ing ourself. 

The 3pf. plus 2pf. shows Tann- 
hauser, whom legend connects with 
the Wartburg and Elizabeth of Hung- 
ary, probably in the scene in Act I, 
where he plays his song of love to 
Venus and then begs to be allowed to 
depart from the Venusberg in order 
to see the outside world. 

The 4pf. plus 2pf. pictures The 
Flying Dutchman himself, sailing his 
weird ship. 

On the 5pf. plus 2pf. are shown 
Woglinde, Wellgunde and Flosshilde, 
the three beautiful daughters of the 
Rhine and guardians of the Rheingold, 
who, by losing the gold to the dwarf, 

rich, commence the sequence of 
events which form the subject of the 
famous “Ring” series of operas. Al- 
berich is seen in the background, 
clutching at his stolen prize. This 
Picture is a scene from “Rheingold”. 

A scene from “The Meistersingers” 
forms the subject for the 6pf. plus 4pf. 
Hans Sachs, the cobbler, in Act II 
where he sits in front of his dwelling 
making shoes for Beckmesser, one of 
pe rivals for the hand of the lovely

shows the conclusion of this mythical 
occurrence). 

20pf. plus 10pf., from the opera

25pf. plus 15pf. “Lohengrin”. He, 
also known as “The Knight in Shin- 
ing Armour,” is shown as he arrives 
in answer to the prayers of Elsa. The 
swan which miraculously drew his 
boat, also appears on the stamp. 

Last, but not least, is the scene from 
“Parsifal” on the 40pf. plus 35 pf. 
This scene is from the end of the 
opera, where Parsifal holds aloft the 
Holy Grail (these two words should 
bring to mind King Arthur and his 
Knights of the Round Table) and 
pronounces himself the new King of 
the Knights. of the Grail.

from their catalogues would justify 
the increased cost. 

Frequently, a decent job of print- 
ing is spoiled by poor typography or 
an unwise selection of paper. A good 
printer can help you avoid such things 
without adding to the cost.

Something new under the sun. Ad- 
vices from London are to the effect 
that Newfoundland’s political and 
financial affairs will be ruled by a 
British Governor until such time as 
her finances are on a sound basis. 

This is the first time in the history 
of the British Empire that a Doninion 
handed back its sovereignty. The 
financial condition of the country is 
such that the islanders are facing 
complete ruin. Altho taking control 
of the country will place added burden 
on the already overtaxed British, it is 
realized that the condition is so seri- 
ous that a Governor and a Commis- 
sion will be appointed soon. The coun- 
tries industries will be overhauled, 
such as placing her world famous fish- 





eries on a scientific basis, and new 
industries will be developed. 

As Newfoundland has been a self- 
governing Dominion of Great Britain 
since 1855, the far reaching effects of 
this change become apparent. Per- 
haps the postal system will also be 
overhauled and a_ sharper watch 
should be kept for new issues, Also 
the effect of the new policy on the 
present ever popular issues of this 
country.

From W. D. Johnston, Jr., Wash- 
ington, D. C., a cover picturing three 
assorted tall bottles of divers shapes, 
with a couple glasses above which is 
the single word “WELCOME”. 

G. C. Rahder of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
sends a cover with an appropriate 
written cachet and a verse that fits 
the occasion while William H. Gilley 
of Chicago sends a cover cancelled in 
Wine Red at GOODWINE, ILL., and 
the stamp is obliterated with a wine 
glass.
